I have to tell you, I was quite surprised to hear how well your SLV 
was doing last night when you checked into the 80M Knightlites Net. I 
laughed out loud when N2TNN gave you a considerably better signal report 
than he gave me! Guess I'll have to tear down my dipole and

I'm guilty of NOT trying some antennas simply because they don't 
display impressive gain. What I "re-learned" upon hearing your signal 
last night is that there is a great deal to be said for convenience and 
portability. The important thing is that you were able to make yourself 
heard despite the poor band conditions. 


As you know The Adventure Radio Society and a number of QRP groups 
sponsor "To the Field" events throughout the year. After having lugged 
big, cumbersome arrays into the field for FD and other portable events, 
I'm starting to appreciate the fact that it would be a lot less work and 
expense to develop a "truly" portable station--with an antenna that could 
be readily carried the distance and set up by one person if need be.

>(1) Everyone on the list seems to agree that QRP CW contacts are much 
>easier to make than QRP SSB contacts. Why then do you get twice as many 
>points for them? 


The 2-point-CW and 1-point-SSB contacts follows the general scoring for 
ALL the Field Day classes. That's based on the ability of most stations 
(not necessarily QRP) to make QSO's faster on SSB than on CW.. It's harder 
to run at 120 Q's per hour on CW than on SSB.. I suppose they could reverse 
the points-per-QSO for the QRP entries, but then it would really be a mess. 

The 2-point-CW scoring seems pretty logical when you look at the overall 


use of the two modes.. CW is slower, so you get more points to balance it out..

I made my first SLV/W6MMA contacts this weekend while camping near Silver 
Springs, Florida. Assembly took about ten minutes, including the 
installation of eight 22AWG radials. I used a Norcal 40A (40 meters of 
course) and made a total of a dozen contacts (including several DX) in 
between the camping related activities. 


The difference between having the 8 radials and not having them is 
remarkable in both receiving and transmitting. In my nylon bag, I'm 
keeping an Autek RF-1 for the slide inductor adjustments. As expected, the 
antenna without radials could be tuned for close to a 1:1 SWR. With the 
addition of the radials, the base impedance dropped to 33 ohms or so and 
hence, the SWR increased to approximately 2:1. The SWR increased, but the 
radiation resistance increased dramatically thereby increasing the 
antenna's efficiency. Although a 2:1 SWR may not hurt the Norcal 40A in 
normal use, I plan on installing an air-variable 5-200pF ceramic capacitor 
at the antenna's base. Then, between the slide inductor and the parallel 
base capacitance, I should be able to nearly eliminate all reflections. I 
considered my SLT for this, but it's overkill and the addition and tuning 
of a cap on a ground mounted vertical is very easy to adjust. I'll save 
the SLT for high dipole installations with ladder/open feeders. 


Most stations were amazed that I was running two watts into a vertical. 
Again, the 8 radials certainly contributed to excellent signal reports. 
Anyone else with similar results using the SLV with Vern's (W6MMA) 
modifications?

I have seen a significant difference in mine by adding more radials. 


I made the recommended radials in the MMA paperwork. A 100 foot roll of 5 
conductor cable made three radials, which worked okay. However, I bought 
another roll of cable and made three more, the matching is slightly easier 
(I use an MFJ-207, but have checked it with the expensive MFJ model). 
Signals seem to be better with the addition of those radials. Rigs used are 
HW-8, MFJ-9040, 40-9'er. 


I've always been a firm believer in lots of ground radials where practical, 


except when I operate off of bridges and piers. Then I just drop a length 


of coax shield into the water and send away...

Dallas Hamcom Report. 


Guys, I have just finished attending Hamcom at Dallas. I 
must say that I am really impressed with the hospitality and 
friendliness of the QRPers in Dallas. First of all I would like 
to thank Chuck Adams for paying for the plane ticket and the 
hotel room. It was a very gracious gesture, and one that came 
out of his pocket. Chuck is a very generous man. We are lucky 
to have him, and I am honored to count him as one of my very best 
friends. 


JoAnne and I arrived at 9:30 Dallas time, and Chuck was there to 
meet us at the airport. We checked in to the hotel, and then it 
was over to Shoney's for a late dinner. We then took JoAnne back 
to the hotel and headed for the Adams house, which was a good 45 
minutes away, clear across Dallas. We were on a mission. I had 
picked up the first SST kit from Bob Dyer earlier that day, and I 
had told Chuck that I had good news/bad news for him. The good 
news was that I had the first SST kit, and Chuck was going to get 
to build it. The bad news was that I was going to keep it. 


Chuck built the kit without the manual. All that he had was a 
hand written parts list that I had copied from the list that Bob 
has and a schematic from the Spring issue of QRPp. I identified 
the parts from the list, handed them to Chuck, and he placed them 
on the board using the silk screened legend on the board. It 
took Chuck 1 hour and 45 minutes from start to finish and we had 
a working radio. There are only two items of note. First of 


all, there are two R12's, but they are easy to figure out, the 
R12 in the back left corner of the board is really R1, the 
control pot for the RF gain. The second one is a little 
trickier, but not too difficult if you take your time. The slide 
switch that is used for the power switch does not fit the 
mounting holes with out a little adustment of the switch. This 
is necessary due to the fact that the holes are just a little too 
far apart. Chuck spread the front mounting legs of the switch 
and used a file to shave off just a tiny bit to make them fit. 
Other than the two things mentioned above, every other part is a 
perfect fit. 


Just think, the SST is so easy to build, it can be done with a 
parts list and a schematic. But there is a caveat, Chuck Adams 
is an expert builder, and I have a lot of experience in parts 
identification. We did not have a chance to put it on an antenna 
until late this evening, but we were able to copy several 
stations on the east coast, and even a couple of stations from 
Spain. We did not measure the receiver, but it seems hot. My 
impression of the kit is first class, typical quality that we 
have come to expect from Wilderness. Great case, love the board, 
quality parts, can't comment on the manual as I haven't seen it, 
but if it as half as good as the kit, a winner. 


Our power out was about 1 Watt. Nice size, perfect for taking on 
a trip. 


Now to HamCom. This was my first visit to Hamcom, and I must say 
that I am impressed. The convention is held in the convention 
center that is right next to the Texas Ranger's stadium. Lots of 
parking, but you have to pay $4 to park. I heard lots of 
complaints about that. Admission was $9 which was good for 3 
days. 


There was a nice outdoor flea market that is about the size of 
half a football field. 4 rolls of booths. Lots of ham gear, and 
reasonable prices. Inside, there are 2 exhibit halls. One for 
strictly commercial booths, the other an indoor flea market. 

Lots of booths in the indoor fleamarket, but the commercial side 
was down (as mentioned by several of the vendors). Kenwood, 
Yaesu, Alinco and MFJ were the major manufactures there. It was 
nice to see Richard Stumpf and Martin Jue from MFJ again. 


The NorTex group had 3 tables and were very busy handing out QRP 
information. Doc Drake and Joe Spencer were manning the booth 
and it was nice to meet them. I started around the inside booths 
and suddenly saw a whole table of QRP gear. I looked for the 


name tag of the owner, it was Burl Keeton, a long time QRPer and 
NorCal member that is a great friend of Jim Cates and who has 
talked to me several times on the phone. Burl introduced me to 
several other of the locals, including Dub Thornton and Jerry 
Bland of the list. Jerry promply started bringing items out of 
his bag, and I started buying. Picked up a 15 meter Rick 
Littlefield design rig that was built by Luke Dodds, who is a 
very famous QRPer who died three years ago. And I picked up a 
set of Brown Brothers paddles that used sheet spring steel for 
the springs and did not have a yoke.

I'd like to say thanks to all those forwarding suggestions for repair of 
the dead VFO. I got the radio going again this evening. Here's a list 
of what I did: 


1) Replaced bad diode D9 with an NTE-177. 
2) Replaced Q2, a MPF105 with a MPF102. 
3) Replaced Q3 with a 2N2222. 


4) Replaced all four balanced mixer diodes (D12, D13, D14, D15) with 
HP equivalents. My thanks to Clark Fishman for these. 


5) Per the advice of Pierre Thompson, replaced C67. 
6) Checked windings of L11 for shorts. 


7) After making no progress at fixing the balanced mixer, I wondered if 
I had installed the 2N2222 with the emitter and collector crossed. 
Unsoldered the transistor and reversed leads. This fixed the problem. 
(It's funny that the older I get, the less I know!) 


8) Replaced Q9, a non-original GE-18 with a 2SC778 scrounged from a 
defunct CB radio.

I found that I have to guy it or the wind will break 
it. (That has happened once so far). 


I have a 24' piece of pipe fastened to a post with about 25 
radials and it is about 5 S units better than the DX-77 
on 30m. 


On the other bands the DX-77 is better. This is just what I 
would expect to see. A full sized vertical with a few radials 
should beat a trapped/loaded vertical with no radials.

After taking a look at the Oak Hills Research material, I have decided 
to put an OHR 400 together, or at least get one for the station. Seeing 
that this is the aim, I would consider a swap. My cash flow is not good, 
and I can't spring for the kit first, but if the Yaesu FT-707 appeals to 
you, and you would be interested in ordering an OHR 400 and the DD-1, I 
would swap for the unassembled kits. The particulars on the FT-707 
follow: 


Yaesu FT-707 HF transceiver: Covers 80 - 10 Meters (Including the 
30/17/12 Mtr WARC bands). Up to 100 watts out, but throttles back to 
milliwatts for QRP. Transverter output on the rear apron (about 1 mW 
into 50-ohms). Runs USB/LSB/AM/CW, but no FM. Digital display (a 
sorta greenish-yellow LED) and analog dial with a calibrator (Marker). 
You could turn the counter off & use the analog dial to save current. 
Includes a headset harness (wired for a Heil headset), and a hand mike 
is included. Cosmetically fair and electrically great. This rig is 
not mismatch-sensitive and is supposed to still give you 50% power into 
a 3:1 SWR (although I wouldn't run it into that kind of a load unless 
absolutely no other antenna was available...) 


I have been taking the rig with me on the road the last couple of weeks, 
and the noise blanker takes the ignition noise out just fine. Some of 
the 

external sources, such as line noise are still there, but it reduces 
them. 

I can hear the NQ2RP/B QRP beacon out to about 40 miles on ground 

wave (4 watts at 28.287 MHz) which is pretty good "ears". I wish I had 
the CW filter, but they are still available from aftermarket vendors, and 


I was told that R & L in Ohio has used accessories in stock (I haven't 
verified this...) I was offered the accessory digital VFO/Memory unit, 
and will pass the source on to anyone interested in the rig... 


Just before the Rochester Hamfest, I took the rig over to a local (non- 
QRP) ham and we ran it thru its paces. Everything is within (better, 
mostly) than specs, with the RX hot enough to hear the minimum on the 
signal generator (<@.1 uV). QRO TX drops off on 15/12/10 Meters, but 
this is normal (and not a problem to the TRUE QRP'er...) 


You aren't going to want to backpack this radio much of anywhere. It 
weighs 14 lbs!! Stack two TS-50's on top of each other, and you have 

a good feel for the size. For its day, it was an extremely compact rig, 
the smallest "Low-Power (100 watt) rig on the market in 1980! 


Asking $375 if you pick up here or $400 shipped by your carrier of 
choice.

Other uses for the kit: 


I installed pin sockets for the crystal on my VE3DNL marker generator kit. 
This allows me to use the kit for a couple of other things. First, I use it 
as a quick and dirty crystal oscillator / checker - when I buy some new 
crystals I always try them in the marker generator just to see if they're 
dead or alive. 


A second use is as a cheap, very low power, "fox" type transmitter. First, 
I put a crystal for an appropriate (parallel resonant) frequency - it works 


with crystals for 160 meters to 30 meters (I haven't tried any higher 
frequencies). I then solder or clip on a short length of wire to the 
undivided output pin (pin 9 of the CD4060) - I connect my Island Keyer 
output to the ground of the VE3DNL marker generator board and just "cathode 
key the whole unit - it's kind of clicky, but it works!

97.21 Application for a modified or renewed license 


(a) A person who has been granted an amateur station license that has not 
expired: 


(1) Must apply for a modification of the license as necessary to 
show the correct mailing address, licensee name, club name, license trustee 
name, or license custodian name. The application document must be submitted 
to: FCC, 1270 Fairfield Road, Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245. For an 
operator/primary station license, the application must be made on FCC Form 
610. For a club, military recreation, or RACES station license, the 
application must be made on FCC Form 610-B. 


(2) May apply for a modification of the license to show a higher 
operator class. The application must be made on FCC Form 610 and must be 
submitted to the VEs administering the qualifying examination. 


(3) May apply for renewal of the license for another term. (The 
FCC may mail to the licensee an FCC Form 610-R that may be used for this 
purpose.) 


(i) When the license does not show a call sign selected 
by the vanity call sign system, the application may be made on FCC Form 
610-R if it is received from the FCC. If the Form 610-R is not received 
from the FCC within 30 days of the expiration date of the license for an 


operator/primary station license, the application may be made on FCC Form 
610. For a club, military recreation, or RACES station license, the 
application may be made on FCC Form 610-B. The application may be submitted 
no more than 90 days before its expiration to: FCC, 1270 Fairfield Road, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245. When the application for renewal of the license 
has been received by the FCC at 1270 Fairfield Road, Gettysburg, PA 
17325-7245 prior to the license expiration date, the license operating 
authority is continued until the final disposition of the application. 


(ii) When the license shows a call sign selected by the 
vanity call sign system, the application must be filed as specified in 
Section 97.19(b). 


(4) May apply for a modification of the license to show a 
different call sign selected by the sequential call sign system. The 
application document must be submitted to: FCC, 1270 Fairfield Road, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245. The application must be made on FCC Form 610. 
This modification is not available to club, military recreation, or RACES 
stations. 


(b) A person who had been granted an amateur station license, but the 
license has expired, may apply for renewal of the license for another term 
during a 2 year filing grace period. The application document must be 
received by the FCC at 1270 Fairfield Road, Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245 
prior to the end of the grace period. For an operator/primary station 
license, the application must be made on FCC Form 610. For a club, military 
recreation, or RACES station license, the application must be made on FCC 
Form 610-B. Unless and until the license is renewed, no privileges in the 
Part are conferred. 


(c) Each application for a modified or renewed amateur service license must 
be accompanied by a photocopy (or the original) of the license document 
unless an application for renewal using FCC Form 610-R is being made, or 
unless the original document has been lost, mutilated or destroyed. 


(d) Unless the holder of a station license requests a change in call sign, 
the same call sign will be assigned to the station upon renewal or 
modification of a station license. 


(e) A reciprocal permit for alien amateur licensee cannot be renewed. A new 


reciprocal permit for alien amateur licensee may be issued upon proper 
application.
